A phenomenon of the book- -pub- 
lishing industry has the’ entire 
literary field talking, and only 
the man who did it, is taking 
things calmly. 

ALTHOUGH his book, “Only 
in America,” has already gone 
jnto its fifth printing, and made 
the best seller lists almost before 
the book was off the press, Harry 
Golden, amazing editor of The 
Carolina Israelite, can only say 
that his second book is already 
in the hands of the publishers. 

The man who was most sure 
that the book would be an os- 
tounding success is Harry Gold- 
en himself. 

HE TOLD The POST and 
OPINION, “wouldn’t it be awful 
if I ever took myself seriously?” 

Then he added, “My father, an 
old secularist with a beard would 


have siroked his beard and 
laughed, America gonifi,” 
GOLDEN believes that the 
“poyim” as he calls them “are 
knocking themselves out” for 
his book. 
“I knew the Jews would be 


luke-warm, but that the goyim 
of America would go nuts over 
iB.” 

PROBABLY no other book in 
recent years has received sv 
many rave notices. 

Newspapers have even  pub- 
lsihed editorials about the book. 

HARRY’S home town newspa- 
per, the Charlotte News, for the 
first time in its history started 
off its editorial column with its 
review of Harry’s book. 

in case you’ve been unlucky 
enough not to have read The 
Carolina Israelite, or heard 
Harry speak at his many appear- 
ances around the U. S., you will 
get a word picture that describes 
Harry accurately from the first 
paragraphs of the review in the 
Charlotte News. 

“The strange thing about 
Harry Golden is that he exists 
at all. If it were not for his 
own prodigious outpouring of 
prose one might be tempted to 
believe that he was invented 
by some latter day Dickens or 
Hogarth. 

“In appearance, personality 
and philosophy, he bears only 
a casual] and incidental resem- 
blance to the real-life auto-

matons who inhabit 20th cen- 
tury America in such weedy 
abundance. He is too exasper- 
atingly original to be real. 

“But here he is—a Jew, a 
refuge from New York’s lower 
East Side, a product of Tam- 
many Hall, a crony of old 
Socialists, a non-conformist 
extra-ordinaire, an integration- 
ist and selfstyled Friend of 
Man editing the Carolina Is- 
raelite in a city noted for its 
Proper Presbyterianism and its 
political and social orthodoxy. 
‘Ah-h-h,’ as Golden would say, 
rolling his cigar, ‘it could hap- 
pen only in America.’ 

“A few hardened types would 
have argued a generation ago 
that it couldn’t. The fact Is 
that it has.” 


Harry didn’t want his Jewish 
readers to be offended by his 
remark: that non-Jews showed 
most excitement over his book. 

“BUT I LOVE the Jews,” he 
said with or without tongue in 
cheek, which is something that 
always has his readers guessing. 

“I love the Jews because 40 
years of reading philosophy gives 
me this understanding—me a 
Johnny-come-lately—I never paid 
the slightest attention to Jew- 
ishness until the Hitler pogrom, 
and look at me now.” 

“The goyim are knocking 
themselves out—the Jews are 
unimpressed, and this is good, 
natural.

Golden also has a _ profound 
thought about his success. 

“I BELIEVE,” he went on, 
“that part of this interest is due 
to the fact that I have eliminat- 
ed the ‘Jewish joke’ of Sam Lev- 
enson and the dialect of Mr. 
Kober.” 

“These fellows are anachron- 
isms. They will thrive for a little 
longer, but basically, they are 
on the way out.” 

THEN GOLDEN even adds 
some philosophy of his own, or 
call it the Golden analysis, if 
you will. 

“The ‘Jewish humor’ on the 
American scene is part of the 
humor involved in the entire 
American middle class. I have 
eliminated the ghetto for good, 
I hope.” 

GOLDEN 
one of the many articles he had 
written which had become a part 
of Americana, not merely Jew- 
ish Americana, even before his 
book, had appeared. 

“When I write that the Jews 
of the South are ‘looking for a 
blond rabbi, the Baptists im- 
mediately identify themselves 
because of the argument they 
had at the most recent meeting 
of their board of stewards where 
they favored a new minister be- 
cause he looks particularly good 
in striped pants and frock coat.” 

FULL OF humor, Harry had 
a laugh when he said: 

“The names of the Americans 
who are pleading with me to 
please accept them as Jews 
would amaze you.” 





Soviet Encyclopedia 
Gives 6 Lines to Jews

50th edition of the Soviet En- 
cyclopedia lists Jews and Gyp- 
sies as peoples who are scat- 
tered throughout the _ Soviet 
Union and its borders.

Ben-Gurion, on the other hand, 
believes that Israel must oppose 
Nasser and seek alliances with 
anti-Nasser forces. 

BOTH MEN, however, come to 
the same conclusion as far as 
Israel’s armed strength. They 
believe that every effort must 
be made to strengthen Israel's 
fighting forces and assure it the 
most modern weapons,

ROME (WNS) — Premier 
Amintori Fanfani conferred with 
Israeli Foreign Minister Golda 
Meir on the Middle Eastern situ- 
ation and Italy’s position.

THERE SEEMS to be general 
recognition that if Jordan disin- 
tegrates, Israel’s army will move 
eastward to the Jordan, restor- 
ing that part of Palestine which 
Jordan occupied in the War of 
Liberation. Reports from  for- 
eign capitals to this effect have 
been printed in the daily press 
here without denial from Israeli 
officials. 


Hammarskjold’s Plan 
Received Cooly 


JERUSALEM (WNS)—Israel 
is cool to the proposals on the 
Middle East submitted at the 
opening session of the emerg- 
ency General Assembly by 
United Nations Secretary Gen- 
eral Dag Hammaskjold, it was 
indicated here by informed cir- 
cles who said the so-called peace 
plan will be rejected sharply by 
the Israeli Government on the 
ground of being wholly unsatis- 
factory. 

The Hammarskjold proposal 
is viewed as an attempt to divert 
attention from the fact that It 
is not Israel but Cairo that is 
a threat to Jordan’s integrity. 

In addition, there is opposi- 
tion to the idea of using United 
Nations funds to assist Nasser’s 
United Arab Republic. Another 
poin of opposition rests in the 
fact that the Hammarskjold 
proposal envisages stationing of

“great moral merit” in both the 
Old and New Testaments. 

HE BALKED, however, when 
Rhoads asked him whether there 
was not considerable merit in 
the story ef the good Samaritan, 
He insist®q that the story of the 
good Samaritan was “only a 
good story.” 

The moral value of the story, 
said Dr. Grayzel, is destroyed 
for Jewish children because the . 
King James version tells about 
a priest, a Levite and a Samari- 
tan, whereas Jewish  scholarg: 
feel confident that the story ag 
originally told involved a priest, 
a Levite and an Israelite, the 
only three divisions of Hebrews 
there were at the time. 

“SCHOLARS,” he said, “feel 
that the reason the priest and 
the Levite failed to stop was be- 
cause they thought the man 
lying at the side of the road was 
dead. They couldn’t even touch 
the body and retain their relig- 
ious purity. Scholars feel that 
ultimately the Samaritan was 
substituted for the Israelite as 
a sort of slap at the Jews of 
that time.” 

Dr. Grayzel concluded his 
testimony by saying that in his 
opinion the story of the good 
Samaritan should never be read 
in any public school. The Sere 
mon on the Mount, however, 
was different, he said. He 
ascribed “great moral and liter 
ary value” to it and said he had 
no objection to all or any part 
of it being read.

AT ANOTHER point, the rabbi 
calls the number one problem in 
sex the fact that husbands and 
wives realize very quickly, after 
their marriage, that they are of 
different types sexually. s 
“The husband may be ardent, 
assertive and aggressive and the 
wife cold and unresponsive. This 
is the most common type varia- 
tion. Occasionally, however, the 
opposite is true.” 

Turning to the Book of Gene- 
sis, Chapter 38, the rabbi tackles 
contraception. 


“WE ARE told,” he says, “that 
Onan practiced this method of 
contraception when he cohabited 
with his wife —‘he spilled his 
seed upon the ground.’ 

“The Bible goes on to Say, 
‘And the thing which he did was 
evil in the sight of the Lord, and 
He slew him.’ A comment is here 
in order. If this were to have 
happened today and a doctor had 
been called in to examine the 
man who had just died, what 
would have been his diagnosis? 
I am certain he would have said 
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the man had died of heart trou- 
ble. A generation ago the doctor 
would have claimed the man had 
died of acute indigestion.” 


“THE DIAGNOSIS of the 
Bible, -however, is simply that 
Onan died because he practiced 
the method of withdrawal in sex- 
ual intercourse. We do not have 
to assume childishly that a thun- 
Alerbolt descended from heaven 
and struck Onan dead. He died 
in the same manner as some men 
die today under similar circum- 
stances .*. . 

“It is a pity that this fact sis 
not yet widely known. The meth- 
od of withdrawal may surely be 
hazardous for the husband. It 





ought never to be practiced. 


“THE OTHER method of birth 
control which men generally em- 
ploy is the use of the condom. 
This method is also inadvisable. 
Using the condom, the man may 
not get complete gratification in 
the. sex act’and because of that 
may become nervous and _ irrit- 
able and even a psychiatric prob- 
lem.

IN FACT, when he was ad- 
vised that he had won the title 
of Israel Bible champ to repre- 
sent this country in the world- 
wide competition here next 
Tuesday, he had to borrow 4 
clean outfit for the ceremony. 
With only a high school edu- 
cation, Amos has a phenomenal 
memory. The retiring, modest 
scholar is known among _ his 
friends not alone for his biblical 
and talmudic knowledge, but 
also for his interest in mathe- 
matics, astronomy and langu- 
ages. 


AMOS IS the reader of the 
Tora in the Beit Zvul Syna- 
gogue. He was left partially 
paralyzed by a childhood acci- 
dent. He works as a cierk in 
Jerusalem’s Hebrew Institute 
for the Blind. 

The contest next week will be 
conducted in Hebrew, and will 
be translated for the 14 repre- 
senting 13 countries. Amos will 
compete for the world title. 


THE DAY after he won the 
Israel title, Amos received a 
call at the Institute for the 
Blind. Hurrying home, he bor- 
rowed a Shirt and suit and 
rushed to the office cf Ben- 
Gurion for an hour’s conversa- 
tion, which in effect was almost 
another quiz contest between 





the private citizen and the prime 
minister. 


PRIME MINISTER Een-Gur- 
ion, who himself is a_ biblica! 
student of note, ang who fol- 


lows biblical ethics in much of 


his political activity, observed 
Amos’ speech difficulty without 
comment, After the interview 


was over, however, he called in 
one of the leading speech dis- 
ability specialists, who he asked 
to treat the young man. 

At the same time an addi- 
tional 500 Israel pound award 
was given to Amos, and although 
no one said it, the grant was to 


provide suitable clothing for the 


contest winner. 


THEN, TOO, some _ thought 
has bee® given to the work 
Amos is doing. As a result, it 
is now expected that his talents 
will be put to better use, and he 
will be offered employment in 
the field of scholarship or bibli- 
cal research. 

How to assure the fairness of 
the contest, in view of the fact 
that there is no common langu- 
age, has Israel authorities using 
their brains overtime.

He is a member of Temple 
Beth El here, where his daughter 
who is now in college, was con- 
firmed. 

Not a Zionist officially, he has 
been active in efforts for Israel, 
and is a member of the national 
executive of the American Jew- 
ish Committee. He is also on the 
board of trustees of Brandeis U. 

Salomon lives on a ranch about 
an hour’s drive from this South- 
ern California city. He raises 
prize Hereford cattle in addition 
to keeping a full-time secretary 
busy with his world-wide corre- 
spondence. He keeps in’ touch 
with the Chicago company, man- 
ufacturers of metal furniture, 
which he headed before his “re- 
tirement” and he is active in the 
affairs of the Ford Foundation 
in New York. 

Back in Michigan City Mr. 
Salomon was head of the UJA 
campaign for two years. 





Israelis To Get 
First Real 
Supermarket 











TEL AVIV (NJP)—Israeli 
housewives were in for a rev- 
elation this week as the first 
supermarket in Israel, with 
its gleaming chrome ccunt- 
ers and aisle-long refriger- 
ated sections, was_ being 
made ready for the opvening 
next week. * 

Owner of the first of 15 
supermarkets planned for 
Israel is B. Loeb, Canadian 
chain store operator. 

He told the press here that 
Israeli housewives are pay- 
ing too much for their food 
purchases because of the in- 
efficient distribution system. 

The air-cooled store will 
feature frozen fruit, meat 
and vegetables. All meats 
will be prepriced and pre- 
packaged at the firm’s own 
freezing plant at Hadera. 

“Our intention is to buy 
large volumes of products 
for cash from the processors 
and manufacturers,’ Loeb 
Said.

INDIANAPOLIS (NJP) — A

Albany. The towns are across 
the Ohio River from Louisville. 


THE FOUNDING convention 
has been set for Aug. 26 and 27. 
The name of the new group is 
the National States Right Party. 

Spearheading the organization 
is a Louisville chiropractor, Ed- 
ward R. Fields, who has been 
linked with anti-Semitic groups 
for several years. ° 

The convention will seek to 
merge the remnants of the 1948 
States Rights groups and the 
United White party. The latter 
group is designed to preserve the 
institutions of segregation in 
America. 

The new party already has be- 
gun publication of a newsletter 
known as the Thunderbolt, with 
a masthead strongly reminiscent 
of a publication produced during 
the heyday of the discredited 
Columbians, a fascist organiza- 
tion that went out of existence 
about 1946.

HOW NICE IT’LL BE TO OPEN HEIMGEMACHT RELISHES ON YOMTOV

So many varieties of fruits, 
vegetables are at their peak sup- 
ply from now until the middle 
of September, we often wish we 
could capture some of their fresh 
bounty for later use. Not that I 
am one to be- 
little our very 
good _ friends 
the food can- 
ners, freezers 
and processers. 
But, good as 
their products 
are, they lack 
the excitement 

pe * of a_ grocer’s 
Sarah green bins and 
shelves in late summer. 

If you have a little backyard 
truck garden, or are near a farm 
where you may buy produce eco- 
nomically, you might enjoy the 
old-fashioned balabatish activity 
of “putting up” a few jars of 
fruits. If you do any home can-

ning I urge you to get the gov- 
ernment bulletins on the subject. 

BOTH THE U. S. Government 
Printing Office in Washington, 
D. C., and your state agriculture 
department have useful booklets 
on this and other subjects of in- 
terest to the balabosta. At any 
rate, be very careful to follow 
instructions for home canning. 
As a rule, acid fruits and veget- 
ables, and those using salt as a 
preservative are safest for home 
canning. Be sure to use clean, 
sterilized jars, and new, sterilized 
lids. 

For those who are less am- 
bitious, or who have to rely on 
the corner market for produce, 
perhaps making a few jars at a 
time of pickles would be satis- 
factory. Think how nice it will 
be to open some jars of your 
own heimgemacht relishes for 
yomtov. If you keep the batches 
small it is an easy task, and a 
most rewarding one. 

TOMATO FRUIT SAUCE 








4 qts. peeled, chopped ripe 
tomatoes 

1 qt. unpared cored chopped 
pears 


1 qt. unpared cored chopped 
tart apples 

qt. chopped onions 

cups chopped green peppers 
tblps. salt 

1, cup mixed pickling spice 

3 cups sugar 

1 qt. cider vinegar 

Combine vegetables and fruits 
with the salt in a large pot. 
Cook, uncovered over low heat 
until the mixture is reduced to 
half, about 142 hours. Tie the 
spices in a square cheesecloth 
and add with the sugar and vine- 
gar to the mixture. Cook for 1 
hour uncovered, stirring  fre- 
quently. Remove bag of spices. 
Pour into hot sterilized jars, fill- 
ing to within % inch of top of 
jars. Seal at once. Cool on a 
rack. Store in a cool dry place. 
Makes 7 pint jars.

firm fresh pears 
whole cloves

2 cups cider vinegar

Leave small pears whole, halve 
or quarter large ones. Cover with 
clear water. Boil until almost 
tender, about 5 to 8 minutes, de- 
pending on ripeness of pears. 
Drain. (Save half cup of liquid 
for syrup, rest may be cooled to 
add to drinks.) Stud each pear 
with 2 or 3 whole cloves. Com- 
bine sugar, liquid, vinegar, cinna- 
mon and celery seed. Tie whole 
allspice in a cheesecloth bag and 
add. Boil 5 minutes. Drop enough 
pears at one time into the syrup 
to fill a jar. Cook until tender, 
testing with a toothpick. Remove 
spice bag. Pack pears in steril-

ized jars with 1 stick of whole 
cinnamon in each jar. Fill with 
boiling syrup. Slide a knife down 
the side of each jar to release 
air bubbles. Adjust lids and seal 
at once. Makes two quarts. 


PICKLED SNAP BEANS 


1% Ibs. fresh young’ snap beans 
2 cups boiling water 
1% tsp. salt 
3 cups cider vinegar 
14 cup water 
1 tbisp. mixed pickling spice 
3% tsp. salt 
% tsp. ground turmeric 
1 cup brown sugar 


1% cup small! onion rings 

Wash beans. Leave whole but 
snip off ends. Cook beans until 
tender in the boiling water and 
14 teaspoon of salt, about 10 min- 
utes. Drain. Pack in hot steril- 
ized jars. In the meantime, com- 
bine vinegar, water, pickling 
spices (tied in a bag), %4 tea- 
spoonful salt, turmeric, brown 
sugar. Heat to the boiling point 
and boil 3 minutes. Add onion 
rings, remove spice bag and pour 
over beans in jars. Seal at once. 
Yields 3 pints. 


FRESH TOMATO RELISH 

4 medium tomatoes 

3 tblsps. minced green 

per 

3 tblsps. minced onion 
114 tblsps. cider vinegar 

1 tbisp. sa'ad oil 
1% tsps. salt 

1% tsp. ground black pepper 

4% tsp. whole celery seed. 

Wash the tomatoes and dip 
into boiling water then into cold 
water. Remove skins at once. 
Chop coarsely and blend with 
the remaining ingredients. Chill 
for several hours to blend flav- 
ors.

Jewish dealers. 

A whole new

ments of the publishers and 
makers of Jewish religious items 
on New York’s East Side. 


YOU DO NOT, as you would 
imagine, actually start with De- 
lancey, Rivington, Norfolk, Suf- 
folk, Clinton, Essex, Division, 
Canal Streets or East Broadway. 

Anomalously, your journey be- 
gins with an organization some 
two miles away: at 31 West 
3ist St. 

For this address is the long- 
time home of the oldest institu- 
tion in this class. The Bloch Pub- 
lishing Co. 

It publishes books, sells relig- 
jous goods of every kind, and 
has been doing so for over a 
century. 


THE PRESIDENT is a grand- 
son of the founder, and later 
generations are being trained to 
take hold in the future. 

Here rabbis and synagogue of- 
ficials meet; they are near the 
railroad stations and the stores 
—the center of town. 

After visiting Bloch, when 
many of them gravitate to the 
authentic East Side, they already 


have looked upon full displays 
of new books, bargain books, 
textbooks, juveniles, music, 
cards, religious articles made dn 
Israel and New York, and a huge 


variety of Judaica and Hebraica. 
Edward Bloch is the president; 
Sol. Kirstein the vice-president. 
There are other dealers near- 
by, but one is constrained to take 
the subway at once to the south- 
ern regions of the city. 


THE CHOICE becomes compli- 
cated. There are specialists, like 
Zion Talis and Wolozin, to visit. 

But first one must ride to the 
Hebrew Publishing Co., at 77 De- 
lancey St., since this is the next 
oldest firm of its kind in New 
York. 

The president, Isidore Werbel, 
is also the grandson of the 
founder; and is ably assisted by 
such experts as Menachem Men- 
schel, an East Side pioneer of 
bookselling. 

Werbel is also proprietor of 
the great Montauk bookbinding 
corporation, 

Thus this firm, which pub- 
lishes a large part of the world’s 
Jewish prayerbooks and mahzor- 
im, does its own printing and 
binding. 


ITS BOOKS are never out of 


printings of Richman’s “Laughs 
from Jewish Lore.’? The large 
and beautiful store contains all 
the merchandise of the Jewish 
bookstore, plus many original 
paintings. from Israel. 

All about one sees stores and 
lofts with such signs as “Jewish 
Religious Novelties.” At 41 De- 
lancey a busy small store ad- 
vertises everything Jewish; Kes- 
tenbaum and Sons manage to 
specialize on bronze memorial 
and yahrzeit tablets, tape re- 
corders, and similar estorica. 

SO ONE strolls through the 
Streets to the air-conditioned es- 
tablishment of J. Levine, at 73 
Norfolk St., one of many stores 
in a block or two. 

Levine prides itself on its cre- 
ative productions,. such as flex- 
ible hooked Tora binders, with 
interlocking woods, scrolls of 
remembrance, and other products 
for which it engages noted art- 
ists, supervised by Seymour Le- 
vine, himself an engineer. The 
collection of Tora ornaments and 
silver, menoras, mantles, chan- 
deliers, and other synagogue es- 
sentials, delights the eye even 
in warehoused form. 

NOT FAR away is Ktav, the 
publishing and manufacturing 
house conducted by Asher 
Scharfstein, and his sons, Solo- 
mon, an accountant by profes- 
sion, and Bernard, a lawyer. 

These sons are responsible for 
a remarkable array of religious 
gadgets, personal ornaments, 
special prayerbooks, holiday 
story and stunt books, and a 
world of useful and attractive 
material with Jewish religious 
motifs—even such as tieclasps, 
bracelets, and necklaces. As read-

LITTLE DIFFERENCE 


IF YOU READ the provisions under which the Con- 
servative and Reform congregations in Zanesville, Ohio, 
merged (NJP, Aug. 8) you’d have to come to the conclusion 
that the lines of demarcation between Reform and Con- 
servatism are rapidly disappearing. 

The very fact that the members of both congrega- 
tions accepted without public challenge the recommenda- 
tions of the committee which prepared the details of the 
merger shows that there was good will on both 
sides, there was little to separate the two congregations. 

BUT EVEN this is no revelation. Any observer of the 
American Jewish community can relate numerous examples 
of Reform services which were more Conservative than 
many Conservative services, and vice versa. 

Evidently our rabbis understand this too, for the reso- 
lution passed at the recent convention of the Central Con- 
ference of American Rabbis (Reform) suggesting that the 
Conservative group be asked to unite in a joint effort to 
introduce non-Orthodox religion into Israel seems to have 
been accepted with alacrity by the executive director of 
the Rabbinical Assembly of America (Conservative). : 

IF IN TIME Reform and Conservatism merge, the 
strength of the combined movement will enable American 
Judaism to perform many of the tasks that it must now 
let go by default for lack of means and power. 

By then, the younger Orthodox rabbis, many of whom 
understand that Orthodoxy must adapt itself to the Amer- 
ican environment in the same way that°Orthodoxy in the 
past adapted itself to the Polish or the Spanish or the 
English environment, will have come to hold — 
sway in their sphere of American Judaism. 

BY THEN, the American Jewish community will be so 
well entrenched, that it will have almost completely for- 
gotten the day when it was touch and go whether there 
would actually be an American Judaism at all, when one 
prominent rabbi predicted that only 100,600 Jews would 
survive in America by 1975. 


CHANGE OF HEART? 


WE THINK it won’t be very long now before another 
major American company which has been brought along 
to join the boycott of Israel, by its bosses in England, will 
capitulate. 

We say this in view of the plan of the Jewish War 
Veterans of Ameica to distribute by the thousands its 
white paper (NJP, Aug. 5) on the Brown and Williamson 
Tobacco Co., manufacturers of the leading Viceroy and 
Kool brands. 

The JWV minced no words when it charged that the 
tobacco company stands “guilty before the American peo- 
ple for their co-operation with the illegal and immoral 
Arab boycott.” 

IT IS UNFORTUNATE that the Brown and William- 
son Tobacco Co. is solely owned by the British-American 
Tobacco Co., for we believe that were this not so, the 
Louisville firm would no more participate in this unAmeri- 
can boycott of Israel than it would include an inferior 
‘grade ef tobacco in its cigarettes. 

We hope the Louisville company can convince its Brit- 
ish owners that there is more to lose from its present course 
of action than by informing the Arab League, just as other 
world companies have done, that it believes any boycott 
which seeks to strangle economically a democratic country 
is unfair and uncivilized. 


WORDS, WORDS, WORDS 


AS ONE A little acquainted with the use of words, 
we're often shocked by some of the language thrown about 
by groups who think that two syllable words make one 
educated. 

Listen to this sentence in a resolution passed by one 
of our leading rabbinical bodies: 

“THIS HORRENDOUS action wiil wreak havoc 
with our program of international goodwill and hinder 
the consolidation of the free world against the onslaught 
of Communist totalitarianism.” 
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LET ME NOTE the discontinuance of the 
English magazine section by The Day-Jewish 
Journal. 

This section was edited by my good friend 
B. Z. Goldberg, who did a top job and kept 
the pages zipping with articles that could not 
fail to interest. 

But the venture, whatever the hopes were 
for it, was doomed to failure, and we so said 
at the time it was launched. 


THE READERSHIP of a Yiddish paper is 
not interested in anything but the Yiddish 
reports and columns and editorials. The fic- 
tion that the children of these readers would 
welcome the English pages was based on 
false hopes. 

The field is wide open for the develop- 
ment of many new English-Jewish publica- 
tions, but it can’t be done without tremendous 
sums of money and years of work. 


THAT IS WHY when people express con- 
cern to us because someone announces that 
they will launch a new Anglo-Jewish publi- 
cation backed by $3,000,000, we only figura- 
tively laugh up our sleeves. These people 
don’t know the U. S. Jewish community and 
the hardships and travail and the years of 
Struggle ahead before such a venture can hope 
to begin to be successful. Only a rabbi could 
tell them, 
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OLDTIMERS will recall the name of Alex- 
ander Pekelis, but for most of you his name 
will not ring a bell, even though he was the 
architect of the American Jewish community 
of today. 


It was Dr. Pekelis, one of the best minds 


a 


I’ve ever encountered, who set the policy, now 
the policy of the entire Jewish community, 
that said that as long as any minority wags 
persecuted in the U. S., then the Jews had no 
real safety. The fight of any minority was 
the fight of the Jew in the U. S. 


TODAY, WHEN the Jewish group can 
always be found on the side of those seeking 
the extension of democratic privileges to all 
groups in the U. S., you might think that 
this was hardly an issue. 

Ah, but it was. There was the time when 
a significant proportion of the Jewish com- 
munity, led by which organizations we shall 
not name, too the same position that the 
Jews of South Africa are taking today—that 
the Jewish group should fight only when its 
own destiny was at stake. 


THIS POSITION was of course unJewish. 


and unAmerican, but nevertheless the fight 
went on over a period of years, and a bitter 
fight it was. 

We mention Dr. Peketis now—we had al- 
most forgotten his first name too—because 
of a picture and a wedding announcement in 
the New York Times, telling of the engage- 
ment of the daughter of Mrs. Alexander Peke- 
lis to Robert A. Higgins of Chelmsford, Eng- 
land. 


THE BACKGROUND material to the an- 
nouncement may help you identify Dr. Pekelis. 
It noted that he had been legal counsel for 
the American Jewish Congress. Dr. Pekelis 
died in'a flaming wreck of a transatlantic 
plane at Shannon Airport in Ireland perhaps 
15 years ago.

Masters of 
Instinctual Renunciation

I WAS overtaken by a weaver on the public 
highway the other day. He wove a serpentine 
path between slower moving vehicles and 
caused considerable panic as he narrowly 
euchred himself into space that was his only 
by the quick thinking and ready compliance 
of motorists behind him. 

The white dividing line in 
the very center of the road- 
way did not exist for him. 
His careening tires wrote a 
wavering, jagged cancella- 
tion along the whole white 
length of it. 

This driver would not en- 
joy the Sedra for this Sab- 
bath. For in it Moses puts 
Rabbi Weinstein the law on the line. Here on 
one side is the Blessing; there on the other 
side is the Curse. The Blessing was to be set 
on Mount Gerizim; the Curse on Ebal, so 
that all who ran might read and know good 
from evil, right from wrong. 


THOSE WHO accepted the Law were to 
be blessed with fertility, good harvests, vic- 
tory over their enemies and God's good will. 
Those who did not accept the Law would’, 
be cursed with drought and mildew, famine 
and fire, defeat by their enemies and God’s 
withdrawal. There was to be no shilly-shally- 
ing, no dancing between two stools, no road 
hopping between the path of virtue and the 
path of vice. 

Nor did Moses leave the directives to 
free and easy interpretation, to liberal mar- 
gins of tolerance for evil that had good inten- 
tions or for vice which might engender some 
helpful by-product. 


THE LAW was specific. It detailed the 
kind of worship that was pure and the kind 
that was impure. It warned against the Ash- 
erim and the high place and the human sac- 
rifices that were held to be proper religious 
observance by the surrounding peoples. It 


specified the animals, the birds. and the fish 
that could be eaten and those that could 
not be eaten and warned severely against 
eating the blood of even the permitted ani- 


mals, “for the blood is the life and thou shalt 
not eat the life with the flesh.” 


Moses warned the people against the false 
prophets, the religious seducers and the mis- 


leaders from within who might ensnare them, 
Even if that which the prophet predicts comes 


to pass, follow him not outside the straight - 


path of the Law. For the prophecies of the 
false prophet are but subtle seductions by 
which the Lord tests the faithful. We see 
now why it happened that false Messiahs had 
such a difficult time in Israel. 


THE LAW IS specific not only in cere- 
monial matters, in the manner of sacrifices 
and Levitical tithes. It is equally specific in 
the matter of releasing the soil in the seventh 
year, releasing bondmen from indentured serv- 
ices, releasing debts from neighbors, paying 
the first and second tithes for the support of 
the religious institutions, the poor and the 
needy. Moses lays the basis for the code of 
practice by which the Jews of later times 
were to guide their lives. 


It was this practice of the mitzvot which 
was, at one and the same time, creedal con- 
fession and a philosophy of life. There is 
little formal creed in Judaism and even less 
of abstract theologizing. The mitzvot spoke 
so loud that the profession was swallowed up 
in it. Even Freud, who had no great rever- 
ence for Moses or his monotheism, conceded 
that the law of Moses made the Jews masters 
of instinctual renunciation, enabled them to 
live by the light of the super ego with less 
atavistic kickback, or eruption of the id than 
other peoples.

“No, thank you,” 
said one, “that clause against idolatry rules 
us out;” “No, thank you,” said another, “that 
command against theft cramps our economic 
style;” “No, thank you,” said a third, “that 
prohibition of adultery includes us out,” ete., 
etc. Only the Children of Israel said: “We will 
do them and, by doing, understand them.”

ANTI-SEMITISM'S A GOOD ALIBI FOR AMERICANS BUT NOT ISRAELIS

HAIFA — Human nature does 
not change, no matter how des- 
perately man tries to alter his 
environment or the laws under 
which he lives, as Utopian ideal- 
jsts of many generations have 
discovered. The radical trans- 
formation which has been tak- 
ing place in 
the kibbutzim 
of Israel is 
further  vindi- 
cation of the 
fact that deep- 
ly rooted per- 
sonal traits 
such as acquis- 
itiveness, de- 
sire for priv- 
acy, or family 
cannot be eliminated 





instincts, 
by decree or even by common 
consent. 

IT HAS BEEN interesting to 
observe how certain characteris- 
tics of group life in Israel faith- 


fully follow formulas known 


and utilized elsewhere. 

For example: An American 
Jewish girl applies for admis- 
sion to an ultra-exclusive finish- 





ing school, Friends and neigh- 
bors know of .the application. 
Comes word that her application 
has been rejected, and the young 
lady and her family are under- 
standably humiliated. Hew can 
they tell the neighbors that she 
had failed the examination in 
English literature? And so they 
let it be known, ever so discreet- 
ly, of course, that She couldn’t 
get in because she is Jewish 
There may be other Jewish giris 
at the school, but apparently 
the “quota” has been filled. 


THE DESIRE to seek excuses 
and alibis for failure is common 
enough, but in Israel one can 
hardly claim that he didn’t get 
a break because of his Jewish- 
ness, Thus it is that Israelis 
have developed a number of 
other pretexts and apologies, by 
way of explanation. And like 
the anti-Semitism plea in the 
United States, there may or may 
not be genuine grounds fer com- 
plaint. I have carefully watched 
for repeated manifestations of 
such excuses, and fing the fol- 
lowing the most common. 


He didn’t get the job because 
he didn’t belong to Mapai. By| 
virtue of training, experience 
and other qualifications, he was 
the man best suited for the posi- 
tion, but his politics were not 
right. Of course, the question- 
ing was very discreetly handled 
His membership in the Hista- 
drut was in his favor, but after 
the formal inquiries were over, 
the conversation veered idly to 
other, casual topics. It was 
when he indicated that his per- 
sonal political predilections lay 
in another direction that the 
atmosphere very definitely 
chilled. Next time, of course, he 
will be more cautious in voicing 
opinions. 


THE SECOND 
factor has nothing to do with 
politics. A visiting expert in 
the field of business and indus- 
trial management first called 
public attention to a phenome- 
non which had been taken al- 
most for granted: If the man- 
ager of the factory comes from 
Rumania, his _ assistant also 


responsibie 





comes from Rumania. If the 
director of the front office is a 
German, so is the second in 
Command. If the director of 
public relations comes from Bos- 
ton—then his assistant is very 
apt to come from a place like 
Los Angeles. 


Of course, there can be all 
sorts of legitimate reasons for 
this state of affairs, but what a 
wonderful excuse it is when the 
next man gets the promotion, 
and you don’t. Incidentally, an- 
other expert indignantly denied 
that this state of affairs was 
prevalent, and produced figures 
showing that in 20 firms sur- 
veyed, identical national origin 
on the part of top personnel 
held true in only about one- 
third of the cases. Many heid 
that even these figures served 
to confirm the popular celief. 

SOMETIMES overheard: It 
was a lovely apartment, but I 
couldn’t buy it. The area is re- 
stricted to Orthodox Jews. Since 
I’m not observant, they are 





afraid I may drive my car into 
the street on the Sabbath, or in 


other ways publicly violate their 
religious sensibilities. I wasn’t 
religious enough, 

Or: I didn’t get the job be- 
cause the boss said everyone on 
the staff would have to take 
turns on Sabbath duty. ‘Since 
I am Orthodox that was out of 
the question. I was too relig- 
ious. 


AND THIS SORT of thing 
has been personally witnessed: 
A motorist was stopped by a 
traffic officer and given a ticket 
for failing to halt at a step sign. 
He admitted the violation, but 
inquireg heatedly of the officer 
why a penalty had not been 
meted out to the car immedi- 
ately behind. The driver had 
gone right through the stop sign 
without even a pause, only smil- 
ing and waving cheerily at the 


officer, who had returned the 
salutation. 

“How could I give him a 
ticket?” was the reply. “He 


served in the Hagana with me!” 
They are a great people, the 

Israelis, and fortunately just as 

human as everyone else.

Rabbi’s Tiny Kosher Cheese Output 
Turns Into Big Wisconsin Industry 


By HYMAN CHESTER 

MILWAUKEE, Wis. (NJP)—A 
rabbi who began producing ko- 
sher rennet in his own home 18 
years ago in order that cheese 
made under his supervision might 
be strictly kosher, now super- 
vises the production of 125,000 
pounds of kosher cheese a year. 

HE IS Rabbi Harold Baumrind 
of Congregation Anshe Emeth 
(Orthodox). 

It wasn’t until three years ago 
that a commercial laboratory in 
Milwaukee undertook to produce 
kosher rennet, the enzyme from 
a calf’s stomach which is used 
to coagulate milk in the manu- 
facture of cheese. 

THE LABORATORY enzyme, 
of course, has made Rabbi Baum- 
rind’s job easier, but he still must 
inspect the thousands of linings 
of calf stomachs which arrive at 
the laboratory. All are properly 
tagged and certified kosher by 
other rabbis. 

The rennet is carried person- 
ally by the rabbi to six Wiscon- 
sin factories, at Coleman, Kau- 
kauna, Monticello, Beaver Dam, 
Argylt and Hay Hollow. He 
makes the trips about once a 
week, In each of the factories, a 
special vat and equipment are 





set aside for the kosher cheese. 

THE RABBI adds the rennet 
to the milk himself, then super- 
vises the slicing and packaging 
and personally applies the stamp 
of approval which marks the 
cheese as kosher. The factories 
now produce cheddar, brick, 
swiss, baby gouda, muenster and

edam in kosher types, and pro- 
duction and use of the kosher 
product has increased steadily 
in recent years. 

Israel, also a large producer 
of kosher cheese, buys large 
amounts of kosher rennet from 
the Milwaukee laboratories, 
which ship it in powdered form.
